(4) Create a clearinghouse of information and naterials to
support high quality world | anguage instruction at the el enmentary
and secondary | evel s;

(5) Secure and inplenent grants, including federal grants, to
enhance worl d | anguage prograns;

(6) Encourage and foster an articulated curriculumfor world
| anguages t hrough el enentary, secondary, and postsecondary grades;

(7) Establish and maintain a state database for world | anguage
course offerings in schools and school districts;
